Some went 
back last night and others this morning 
More will return Monday when their work is 
ready for them 


Operations had been tied up at the Tyer 
plant since Wednesday morning when a 
group walked out, demanding a 25 per cent 
increase in wages. Thursday morning more 
workers joined the strikers. There had been no 
trouble of any kind in the striking forces,

Walter I. Piper, acting head of the con 
cern, stated Thursday that the plant would 
close down tonight. About 500 are employed 
there and with 250 out it was impossible to

A group of 
ladies appointed by Mrs. Nathaniel P. Breed 
will be present each afternoon to extend the 
greetings of the society 

Phe house is furnished to represent an 
early Lynn home. There are special exhibits 
in both the house and the museum—a fire- 
proof addition, where valuable and rare col- 
lections of china, glass, silver, pewter, sam- 
plers, paintings and furniture delight the eye 
of lovers of beauty. There is no admission 
charge and all are welcome 

A second announcement concerning the 
Wentworth Mansion, built in 1701, in Salmon 
Falls, New Hampshire and the Sarah Orne 
Jewett Memorial, built in 1774, in South 
Berwick, Maine is equally alluring to his- 
torically minded persons. Both these houses 
are open week days to the public and there is 
a small admission fee during the special ex 
hibitions which were recently arranged. These 
two houses, though situated in different 
states, are but one quarter of a mile apart and 
afford a delightful day's outing—only 12 
miles from Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 

The Wentworth Mansion was built in 
1701 by Col. Paul Wentworth—of the dis- 
tinguished family who gave to New Hamp- 
shire a Lieutenant Governor and two goy- 
srnors—one of whom was the last royal 
governor, Col, Paul was married in 1704 and 
orought his bride to a home worthy of her, 
one of the finest of the time. His business 
included a saw-mill where America’s prim- 
eval forests were cut into huge boards. The 
choicest of these pine pieces were used for the 
beautiful unpainted paneling of the mansion 
The staircase has unusual charm. ‘The carved 
woodwork is distinctive, A secret door in the 
kitchen floor leads to a small detached sub 
cellar where the family sought safety—in 
Indian attacks, when Elizabeth Wentworth 
fought with hot soap and so saved her scalp, 

The Sarah Orne Jewett Memorial in 
South Berwick, Maine is a fine substantial 
dwelling, where the authoress was born and 
spent much of her life; it was built in 1774 and 
tradition records that the construction of the 
woodwork in the halls required the time of 
two men for one hundred days. ‘The entrance 
hall which extends from front to back, is one 
of the most distinguishing features of the 
house. All the rooms have fine pancling and 
preserve the air of dignified prosperity of the 

18th century houses. The wall papers are of 
peculiar interest. The house is furnished in 
part by a loan collection 

For lovers of early glass, Sandwich and 

otherwise, Manomet, just beyond historic 
Plymouth, is the scene of a truly remarkable 
exhibition arranged by the early American 
Glass Club, during the second half of the 
present week. Well-known private colections 
are there, with their owners, Authorities will 
speak and informal discussions take place.

two of the members presented views at 
variance with the budget at the town 
meeting. Their mistake was not in pre- 
senting their views—every 
right to do that—rather it 
senting only one budget and then fight- 
ing it. Three men actually felt that cuts 
were not necessary; three felt that they 
were. The annual report of the commit- 
tee should have stated that, rather than 
recommending a cut 

Phe other complaint registered against 
this committee came from the depart- 
ment heads who felt that their estimated 
expenditures had been slashed too much 
Phat probably should not be blamed on 
the finance committee as much as on the 
vreal agitation every where at that time 
to curtail expenditures.

Cathedral of La Paz Is 
Finished After Century 


A century of effort culminated tn the 
completion of the Cnthedral of La Paz, 


originally ordered Sy Marshal Santa 
Cruz, president of Mexieo tn 1835. 
Five thousand persons filled the big 


church for the initial mass, 


Architecturally, the edifice {s some 
thing of a phenonwnon. 


n There is a 
difference of level between the en- 
trance and the altur which amounts 
to 45 feet. This was responsible, in 


part, for the remarkable depth of the 
foundations, which reach 95 feet. The 
floor aren of the is 13,000 
square feet, 

Situated 12,000 feet ubove sea level, 
the cathedral is the largest building 
of any kind at sueh an altitude in any 
part of the world During the hundred 
years required for its construction, 
civil wars and revolutions alternated 
with depressions and lack of funds In 
preventing an early completion of the 
work, and its walls more 
history during the construction period 
than many other completed cathedrals 
have seen tn their entire existence,

precious carving, both In wood and 
stone. Indian labor ralsed the giant 


dome, plece by piece, in this rarefied

Polish Corridor One of 


European Peace Problems 

The Polish Corridor, one of the prob- 
lems of European peace, and one of 
the points of German frritation, is a 
strip of land running from Poland 
proper to the free city of Danzig. It 
gives Poland an outlet to the sea by 


way of Danzig, but ft drives a line 
through Germany in such a manner 


that East Prussia is cut off from the 
rest of Germany. 
As a result of this barrier or outlet, 


depending upon the viewpoint, Ger- 
mans living in East Prussia must 


either face the inconvenience of pass- 
ing through the Polish border and cus- 
toms guards, or reaching Germany 
proper by way of the sea. The cor- 
ridor was set up by the treaty of Ver- 
Sailles, but since that time has grown 
to be a constant source of fear and 
worry. 

A comparable condition would exist 
if New York city were a free city siml- 
lar to Danzig and Canada were given 
a strip from the Canadian border down 
to New York, thus cutting off New 
England from the rest of the United 
States.—Washington Star. 


Gasoline Mixture 
Gasoline requires to be mixed with 
a large amount of oxygen or air in 
order to make It explode, According 
to an authority, from 14 to 6.4 per 
cent of, gasoline makes an explosive 


mixture with air; a greater percent- 
age of gasoline burns without explo- 
sion. To burn gasoline completely, 


about 16 pounds of air is needed for 
each pound of gasoline. The force or 
power of the explosion depends on the 
amount of compression of the charge 
of gasoline vapor and air. It is usu- 
ally compressed to a third or a quar- 
ter of {ts former volume, say from 15 
pounds per square inch to 35, 60 or 75 
pounds per square inch at the end of 
the compression stroke of the piston.

Hoarding of Valuables 
Habit of Ancient Rome 


In the ancient Orient the use of 
precious metals as a medium of ex- 
change came Into being, gold being 


most prominent in Egypt and silver in 
There was very little of 
what we know as commercial banking 


and individual holdings of precious 
metals were mainly hoarded. The 
temples provided facilities for safe 


keeping. In the Sixth and Seventh cen- 
turies, B. C., the Lydians of Asia Min- 
or invented the art of coining money. 
From this tlme hoarding was Umited 
chiefly to coins and the metals out of 
which coins were made. 

A leading historian of Greece has 
referred to its financial economy as 
a “napkin economy,” thus tmplying the 
general prevalence of hoarding. 

While there were a considerable 
number of fortunes in ancient Rome, 
based on the possession of specie and 
Jewels, most property In Rome was 
landed. Such money as was possessed 
was for the most part hoarded, though 
the business class or equities carried 
on rather extensive Investments con- 
nected with the publie affairs and ad- 
ministration of the empire. 


American History Picks 
April for Big Affairs 
Just why American history has a ga- 
laxy of its major events in April Is a 
question for the astrologers to ponder, 
All but one of our wars, for Instance, 
began in that month. The battles of 
Concord and Lexington occurred April 
19, 1775. The first bloodshed of the 
Mexican war took place April 25, 1846, 
The Civil war began with the attack 
on Fort Sumter, April 12, 1861, and 
ended with the surrender of Lee at 
Appomattox April 9, 1865. Five years 
later, Lincoln was assassinated. War 
was declared against Spain on April 
25, 1898, and against Germany on April 
6, 1917. Marines landed at Vera Cruz 


on April 21, 1914. Other landmarks 
of the month are: opening of First 


congress, April 6, 1789; signing of Lon- 
don naval treaty, April 22, 1980; San 
Francisco earthquake, April 18, 1906; 
Jefferson's birth, April 18, 1748; Ponce 
de Leon's discovery of Florida, April 
8, 1513.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Philippines Costly to U. S. 

Following the war with Spain, under 
the peace terms, Spain ceded to the 
United States Cuba, Puerto Rico, all 
other Spanish islands in the West In- 
dies, Guam and the Philippine archt- 
pelago. The United States, as balm 
to Spanish honor tn the matter of the 
Philippines, agreed to pay Spain $20,- 
000,000 90 days after the signing of the 
treaty. The war of conquest In the 
Philippines which followed the capitu- 
lation of Spain cost the United States 
as much In life and effort as the whole 
of the major war with Spain. From 
February 4, 1899, to June 80 of the 
same year natives thinned out Ameri- 
can ranks by killing 5 men and offi- 
cers and wounding 1,3! 


The Eiffel Tower 
The Eiffel tower was built as one of 


the central attractions of the Paris 
exposition of 1889, Its designer was 
the French engineer, Alexandre Gus- 


tave Eiffel—hence Its name, After the 
exposition the French government de 
cided to it, and while It 
stands chiefly as a monument to en- 
gineering skill and an attraction for 
sightseers, it is also an Important gov- 
ernment station for meteorological ob 
servations and wireless telegraphy. The 
tower Is 984 feet high, and until a few 
years ago was the tallest structure in 
the world.

The steamship sailed on Monday from 
Victoria Pier, Montreal, and proceeded on to

OF THE 


Spiders Patiently on 
Watch for Any Victims 


Spiders are small gods, living soll- 
tary, unsocial and predacious lives. 
They sit in their webs or near their 
webs, watching for the innocents of 
the insect world. They contemplate 
their surroundings with eight or twelve 
eyes and enmesh their victims with in- 
numerable strands of silk from tiny 
spinnerets beneath their abdomens, 


THE 


Most spiders have seven principal silk 
glands with which to weave, tle vic- 
tims and go ballooning. 

“The young spider,’ writes a natur- 
alist In the Kansas City Star, “flings 
out a strund to the wind and Is car- 
ried away. When he wishes to make 
a landing, he simply hauls in his sail.” 

Perhaps the only practical aspect of 
spider study Is in its relation to the 
silk industry. Silk worms are com- 
munists. Spiders are dangerous tndl- 
vidualists who cannot live together in 
a community. They devour one anoth- 
er, One prebably would survive a com- 
munity of spiders. Perhaps it Is too 
expensive to maintain separate stalls 
for spiders, Silk worms are produced 
in mass, 

“It is possible to weave good silk 
from spiders,” he says. “If you wish 
to try it, tle the spider to a table, 
seize the strand he always wears be- 
hind him and keep pulling. It 1s pos- 
sible to pull strands from several spid- 
ers simultaneously.” 


Bulldog Descendant of 
the Bull Baiting Breed 


The short-legged, heavy-set animal 
that we know as the bulldog Is the 
descendant of dogs used for ages in 


bull baiting. Until this sport was for- 
bidden by law, It was popular in many 
countries, 

In the contests between bull and 
dog, It was the dog's duty to seize the 
bull by the nose and hold him, for the 
bull would gore his adversary if pos- 
sible. The nose of the bull, when 
seized by the dog, had a tendency to 
swell, thus shutting off the dog's 
breath, making him lose his hold. 

The nature of the sport, therefore, 
made the breeders of the dogs which 
participated develop animals for the 
following points: First, low-set dogs 
that were hard to gore; second, cour- 
ageous dogs that went far and fairly 
in; third, dogs whose up-turned noses 
enabled them to breathe comfortably 
while the bull's flesh swelled, and 
fourth, dogs whose teeth were so 
short that no unnecessary damage was 
done to the bull.—Boston Herald.

First Windsor Chairs 

The first Windsor chair to be made 
in America was bullt in Philadelphia 
in 1768. The earliest forms had arms 
secured around the back, with an ex- 
tension top supported by spindles, La- 
ter the arms and backs were made of 
bent wood. Then a rectangular form 
was devised. They were generally 
used as everyday chairs and painted, 
American Windsor chairs differ from 
the English ones in that they never 
had split backs and had simple legs 
and rungs, instead of the more elab- 
orate cabriole legs and claw feet used 
abroad, 


First Postal Cards 

Although the first postal cards were 
issued in Europe in 1869, it was not 
until May 1, 1873, that the United 
States put out its first Issue, The 
postals in use today were first issued 
in 1914, Although others have been 
issued since, they are used so little 
that many people are unaware of their 
existence. United States postal cards 
are printed in sheets of 48, much in 
the same manner that newspapers are 
printed, and are cut to size afterwards, 
They are furnished to large users in 
full sheets. 


Size of Cables
